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REMARKS 

It is respectfully requested that this application be reconsidered in view of the following 
remarks and that all of the claims remaining be allowed. 



Restriction Requirement 

In the Office Action, the Examiner required the following restriction under 35 U.S.C. 

§121: 

I. Claims 1 and 2, drawn to an isolated polypeptide of amino acid sequences from 311- 
422 according to the protein of SEQ ID NO:l, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

II. Claims 3 and 4, drawn to the isolated polynucleotide that encodes the polypeptide of 
Group I, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

III. Claim 5, drawn to a method of use of the polypeptide of Group I for destabilizing 
microtubules, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

IV. Claims 6-11, drawn to methods of delivering the polynucleotide of Group II to a cell, 
classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

V. Claim 12, drawn to a method of inhibiting cell proliferation using the protein of 
Group I, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

VI. Claims 13-18, drawn to a method of inhibiting cell proliferation but differing by using 
the polynucleotide of Group II, classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

VII. Claim 19, drawn to a method for treating tumor cells using the protein of Group I, 
classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

VIII. Claims 20-25, the method of treating tumor cells but differing by introducing the 
polynucleotide of Group II to the tumor cells, classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

IX. Claim 26, drawn to a method for screening drugs that modulate microtubule assembly 
using the protein from Group I, classified in class 435, subclass 7. 1. 

X. Claim 27, drawn to the method of screening drugs that modulate microtubule 
assembly but differing by using the polynucleotide from Group II, classified in class 
435, subclass 6.
